Owing to the neglect and refusal of Mr. D. S. Crockett to at- 
tend to the duties of chairman, the board was compelled to elect a 
new chairman to expedite the transaction of town business. 

Owing to interference of State Tax Commission in assessment, 
considerable time and expense was incurred for travel and counsel 
fees. 

In the matter of State highway, the majority of your board, 
acting with the committee chosen by the town, selected and reported 
on site to Governor and Council, and constructed over 800 feet of 
highway, which we trust will bea credit to the town. Here again 
opposition was encountered which caused additional expense.

9. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate twenty- 
five dollars or less for cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to accept the provision of the 
state law, necessary to receive the benefit of state aid for permanent 
improvement of highways. 

11. ‘lo see if the town will vote to observe ‘Old Home Week’’ 
and raise and appropriate money for same.
